Many Up-Islanders Come Out to Watch Montauk Lighthouse Turn On 


BY DAN RATTINER 


his is the time of year that people go out 
in sub-freezing weather to stand around 
in large groups, singing songs and lighting up 
evergreen trees and other seasonal and historic 
objects with Christmas lights. Sometimes 
they go out in groups of 100. Sometimes 
1,000. And sometimes even more than 1,000, 
if for example the object in question is the 
Montauk Lighthouse. 
| think many of us who live here take the 
Lighthouse for granted and are not necessarily 
attracted to the lighting of the Lighthouse as 
an event. Go out there. You can see all the way 
to the horizon in three directions. Yes, it takes 
your breath away. So what? 

Well, last Saturday night somewhere around 
3,000 people, mostly from up-island, drove out 
to Montauk to watcha local person designated 
by the Montauk Historical Society pull a 
switch to all of a sudden bathe the historic, 
80-foot tall Montauk Lighthouse in lovely 
Christmas lights. 

It was quite something. In the late afternoon, a 


' knitted caps, 


whole parade of cars streamed toward Montauk 
and the Lighthouse to begin to fill the 700-car 
parking lot adjacent to the Lighthouse grounds. 
Signs alongside the road for the last six miles 
from downtown Montauk cheered people 
along the way, asking them to donate a few 
dollars toward the upkeep of the Light when 
they got there. Get. your money out, 
whatever you want. 

Police cars with their lights flashing slowed 
the line of cars down as they got to the 
Lighthouse so volunteers from the Historical 
Society, wearing heavy winter coats and 
could ask people as_ they 
approached in their cars to pay whatever they 
could afford, after which they were allowed in. 

The sun hung low on the horizon. The line 
moved along, and then, at 4:30, 15 minutes 
before sunset, the gates to the lighthouse 
grounds opened and the many adults and 
children large and small streamed in. 

During this time, a small party was underway 
in the Lighthouse itself in what had been 
in an earlier time the home of the Lighthouse 
Keeper and his family but which now is a 


museum of artifacts relating to the Light, 
including maps, a diorama, the giant Fresnel 
lighthouse lens that stands 6 feet high, 
several items from shipwrecks and various 
important documents, including the order 
to create the Lighthouse issued by George 
Washington in 1796. 

At 5 p.m., darkness rapidly descended and 
everyone in the museum walked down through 
the crowd nearly filling the great Lighthouse 
lawn to do the pulling-of-the-switch ceremony 
there at the garage building 200 yards away. 

Speeches were made. Sarah Conway and 
her band sang holiday songs from under a 
tent, people danced and sang, and then the 
countdown began and I wandered over to 
where the switch was. That was my job. 

It was a very large switch. The switch plate 
was as big as one of the garage doors, and 
the switch itself, a four-by-four piece of wood 
painted red was attached to the switch plate 
on a hinge. You pulled it toward the sky to 
make it operate. 

Dick White of the Historical Society was

And then, as the cheering died down, Dick White 
was once again talking over the microphone. 

“Wait a minute,” he shouted. “There’s 
somebody way up at the top of the Lighthouse, 
coming out of the glass cabin up there. Why, 
could it be? It is! It’s Santa Claus!!!” 

A spotlight shone up to the top of the 
Lighthouse, and there he was in his red 
suit, and everybody cheered once again. He 
too had a microphone. 

“Merry Christmas, everybody,” he shouted, 
his deep voice wafting his invocation down 
over the landscape. What a moment. And 
then he was gone, through the glass door 
up there and back inside. Then Conway and 
her band began a_ rousing rendition 
of “Jingle Bells.”

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Seagulls Spoil Shell Recycling Party. What About Wampum? 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he East Hampton Town Trustees decided 

this past October to allow people to collect 
scallop shells where they lay on beaches 
around town and take them to a big mound 
at the end of Boat Yard Road on Three Mile 
Harbor to be dried out in anticipation of being 
recycled. The recycling would consist of the 
seashells being spread back among the dunes, 
reefs and shellfish beds in waters around the 
town. There, they’d provide the necessary 
calcium for the growth of marine organisms that 
eventually would result in a more stable and 
vibrant sea bottom that could include crabs, 
mussels, algae, worms, barnacles, eels, small 
fish and lots of other creatures. The drying 
out period would have to be about six months. 
That’s how long it would take for the bacteria 
in the shells abandoned by their owners to 
cease being toxic.

At the time all of this was initially discussed, 
it was thought that the restaurants should be 
contacted to see if some of the shells left over 
after clams casino or mussels marina or oysters 
Rockefeller could be gathered up and added to 
the mound. 

This has not worked out very well. 

For one thing, the town environmentalists 
nixed the idea of approaching the restaurants, 
saying that after thinking about it and doing 
some research, they’d come to the conclusion 
that there was no way to tell if the restaurants 
were all buying local or, God forbid, from 
elsewhere, which would mix up with the 
indigenous species poorly. 

Then the mound out at Boat Yard Road began 
to stink. The wind carried the stink off to the 
neighbors, and it also began to attract huge 
flocks of seagulls, who, excited about finding 
such a smelly new food source, also left lots 
of white guano droppings around, which did 
not mix well with the other stuff. Peter and 
Mark Mendelman of Seacoast Enterprises, the 
owners of Three Mile Harbor Marina, spoke at a 
trustees meeting at the end of November, where 
Peter said there were seagulls on every piling in 
his marina at one time, and Mark said the smell 
from the guano and the rotting seashell pile 
next door made him want to throw up. 


This situation, brought to the trustee’s 
attention last week, resulted in the town revising 
their plan. They apologized to the Mendelmans, 
put up signs around the pile and got someone 
to take charge of keeping the site clean pending 
their moving all these seashells to a new 
location at a boat launching ramp at Lazy Point, 
10 miles away. 

Lost in all this, however, is the story of 
wampum, another use of seashells. When 
the white settlers got here, they found the 
Montaukett Indians were the “bankers” of the 
more than one dozen Indian tribes on the 
island plus others in New England. These tribes 
were buying, selling and swapping and trading 
wampum, which consisted of noodle-like beads 


made from polished seashell parts they’d 
found on the beaches, usually strung on leather 
strings they wore around their necks and also 
as as belts. Indeed, when the white men first 
came to the East End, they not only began 
selling and buying things with wampum, they 
soon started a high-intensity wampum making 
operation themselves. In addition, wampum 
was designated as an official currency for 
this area. 

As there was nothing to stop this from going 
nuts, the market soon got flooded with wampum 
and the European settlers soon saw the value of 
the stuff plummeting and so voted to abandon 
wampum as a recognized currency. 

But why not bring it back? g&

It certainly works with the composition— 
along with the tracks in the snow and the 
stone wall. 

Those tracks are from a sled. And that’s a 
fieldstone wall in back—they go back to the 
settlers. Climbing the mountains, you see a 
lot of them, defining what’s yours and what’s 
mine. Some of them are made with flag rock— 
it’s truly an art form how they stay together. 
A stolen painting I did called, “Olivia’s Wall,” 
which was a birthday present for my daughter, 
was just returned to me this Thanksgiving. 
Walls have an interesting connotation, really 
a metaphor. We were separated. A detective 
with the Southold Police Department recovered 
it and now my daughter is reunited with her 
painting. 


What is “Writer’s Cabin” painted on? 

It’s oil on linen. | like to work with the canvas, 
as they say. Paint is applied every which way. | 
like to let the natural fabric show through. Kind 
of like a punctuation. 


Having begun your career as a painter in the 
Midwest and now living on the North Fork, 
how do the two areas compare? 

Well, I grew up in Ohio and went back 
recently. Everything is changing. The distinctive 
mom-and-pop stores are now replaced by 
McDonald’s, just like Riverhead. | think of 
Chrissie Hynde’s lyrics, “I went back to Ohio, 
but my city was gone.” The North Fork does 
maintain an agrarian culture, you have the 
seasons, and it’s two minutes to the Sound and 
two minutes to the bay. It’s got a lot of charm. 


Some of your paintings are city scenes—so do 
you go back and forth? 

No, I’m mostly here now. But you know, as 
they say, “you never shake the city loose.” 
I lived there during an interesting period— 
1991 to 1996. Back then, you could live in 
the city and scrape by. When still living 
in the city, I saw that around 12th & 13th 
Streets, near 3rd Avenue, 6 manhole covers 
had been turned into 14. They were re-wiring 
everything in preparation for the high-rises 
and buying up everything. But change is 
inevitable. Now out here, it’s nice to catch 
my breath. 


Who are some of the artists you admire? 

Being from Ohio, I'd have to go with George 
Bellows, ever since I was in the fifth grade. 
Every brushstroke carries weight. John Sloan, 
as well, as a more urban, Ashcan artist. He has 
atmosphere. I like honest paintings. 

What = are outdoor 
workshops like? 

I do them once a year, usually. They’re called 
“Pigment & Plein Air” and the chef at Jedediah 
Hawkins usually fixes a lunch for us, so people 
have something to work up an appetite for. It’s 
always good to pass something along. We’re 
only here for a short while. Put it out there 
while you can.

Southampton  Village’s 
Main Street was flooded 
with shoppers over 
Thanksgiving weekend. 
Everyone seemed _ to 
agree: This was the busiest 


off-season weekend in 
recent memory. 

To be clear, 
Southampton’s Black 


Friday was not mall-like. 
Nor was it city-like. But there were sales and 
definite lines at stores, and unlike in weeks 
past, it wasn’t possible to park your car in 


front of whatever business you were planning 
on visiting. The crowds were impressive, and 
I was happy to see so much activity post- 
Labor Day. 

In between dodging Thanksgiving weekend 
revelers, | happened upon Flying Point on Main 
Street and went inside to check out their sales. 

Seduced by the idea of being in a surf shop 
so late in the year, I wandered upstairs to the 
wetsuits. I standup paddleboard frequently in 
the summer and try to extend the season as 
long as possible, but I reluctantly put my board 
in the garage in late October. 

As I stared at the black expanse of neoprene 
suits in front of me, I began to wonder: Could I 
become a year-round SUPer?

There’s nothing I hate more than the cold. 
There’s nothing I like better than the ocean. 
While I visit the beach year-round, the chilly 
weather definitely prevents me from enjoying 
it as much as I do in the summer. (Sometimes, 
I drive to Little Plains Beach during my lunch 
breaks and pay bills or schedule a doctor’s 
appointment over the phone while staring at 
the ocean. It definitely makes bland errands far 
less arduous.) 

But, like the surprise number of Southampton 
visitors who opted to head east in the offseason, 
I was beginning to think that there’s no reason 
why I shouldn’t take advantage of water sports 
when the temperature dips, too. 

After some independent research aided by the 
friendly sales reps at Flying Point, I narrowed 
down my wetsuit choices. For those who 
are also interested in mid-winter ocean dips, 
wetsuits come in varying degrees of thickness, 
measured in millimeters. Thickness is denoted 
using two numbers. The first number indicates 
the thickness of the material covering the torso, 
and the second represents the thickness of the 
material covering the extremities. This enables 
your core to stay warm while allowing better 
flexibility and range of motion in your legs and 
arms. Recommended suit thickness—and the 
addition of boots, gloves and a hood—goes up 
as the temperature drops. To give a reference 
point, the average water temperature out here 
hits the low-50s by December, at which point a 
minimum 4/3 full suit is necessary. 

Though I love the idea of SUPing with a 
snowfall, the reality is that I’m probably not 
going to be out there when the temps drop 
below freezing. Rather, this will allow me to 
extend my standup paddleboarding shoulder - 
season. Maybe I'll stay out of the water in 
January and February, but March and April are 
now viable options. 

However, until the wetsuit is purchased, 
Pll: stay content with my annual December 
dip in the Atlantic. The 11th annual Polar 
Bear Plunge is this weekend—December 13 at 
Coopers Beach in Southampton at 10 a.m. Funds 
benefit Human Resources of the Hamptons, 
a Southampton-based organization that helps 
community members in need. 

Costume or bathing suit—clad revelers gather 
at the beach—rain, snow or sleet—and jump 
in. It’s exhilarating, and an amazing antidote to 
the shorter winter days. The best part may be 
the survivors’ tent, which is stocked with warm 
soups, donuts, hot dogs and, just outside, a 
massive bonfire. One tip to those planning on 
going in: Put something on your feet. You won’t 
believe how painful it is for numb feet to walk 
on sand. 

They say that salt water is good for the soul. Feed 
yours in more way than one this weekend. #&

Bobby Collins Takes Riverhead December 13 


BY KELLY LAFFEY 


~~ interview with Bobby Collins is like 
going to a personal comedy show. The stand- 
up comedian, who performs upward of 200 shows 
each year, will make a pit stop at Riverhead’s Suffolk 
Theater on December 13. 

Born in New York but a resident of Santa Monica 
for the past 25 years, Collins is thankful to return 
to Long Island, as the rest of the world is full of 
-morons, he says. “I like Long Island,” he continues. 
“(Long Islanders] wear their hearts on their sleeves, 
and they look in people instead of at them.” He often 
_ references geographical stereotypes in his comedy— 
how people who grow up in various states are 

different from each other—because he finds them to 
be true. “People like to know about what’s going on 
in different parts. [of the U.S.],” he says. 

Active in comedy since the 1980s, Collins has 
become known for his stand-up routines. “People 
say to me, ‘Bobby, you never disappoint. Every year 
you come back with new material,’” he notes. Collins 
draws his routines from current events, tailoring 
each show to the area in which he’s performing. 
The goal of his comedy is “to educate, to entertain. 
You can change the way people look at things by 
_making them laugh,” he says. “It’s not Republican or 
Democrat, it’s what’s right.” 

This will not be Collins’ first time on. the East 
End, as he used to perform during the summer at 
the Southampton Inn. More recently, he’s taken 
the stage at Sag Harbor’s Bay Street Theater as a 


part of the summer Comedy Club. 
Collins returns to New York often. 
He spent Thanksgiving weekend in 
the city, where he and his wife and 
three kids, now college-age, took in 
quintessential New York activities 
like eating at family style Italian 
restaurant Carmine’s, and seeing 
the Broadway productions of Kinky 
Boots and Motown. 

Collins seemed destined for a 
career in comedy, as he was named 
after his father’s favorite comedian, 
Bob Hope. But Collins wasn’t always 
on the stand-up route. He first 
worked in fashion, and he made his 
way up to become the Vice President 
of Calvin Klein. He left the position 
to pursue comedy and soon found 
himself working alongside such 
legends as Jerry Seinfeld and Jay Leno. 
As his stand-up routines became more popular, he 
performed in non-traditional venues, opening for 
musical legends Cher and Frank Sinatra, and landing 
a gig at the White House 18 years ago. The White 
House routine earned him an international tour 
entertaining U.S. embassies abroad. Collins has since 
been to 75 countries, and lists China, Bangladesh 
and the Philippines among the cooler venues. Collins 
arrives in each country a day or two before the gig, 
giving him time to soak up the local culture to use 
in his routines. In the Philippines, he found irony in 


one headline that detailed the use 
of rescues dogs. “I read in the paper 
that they use rescue dogs [to find 
people during natural disasters], but 
the dogs must be thinking, ‘chances 
are, if we find these people, they’re 
going to eat us!” 

Though Collins now resides in 
California, he loves New York and 
often uses the differences between 
his two homes as fodder for his 
comedy. “Here, it’s a quicker 

, pace. Like, the red light is just a 
8 suggestion... [In Santa Monica,] the 
= biggest thing I’m afraid of is when 
'2I’'m walking the dogs, they’re taking 
/2a dump and people go, ‘excuse me, 
Bare you going to clean that up?’ 

[But in New York], rats wear leather 
jackets.” 

The Suffolk Theater audience, 
however, may have more to live up to than a 
California audience. Think before you laugh. 

“People in New York, on Long Island, have more 
[intelligence] in their fingernail than anyone else 
does [in their whole bodies],” deadpans Collins. ga.
